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Whether yon like it or no, Reverend Fa- 
thers, we recover of our old prevention;

Biſhops by their 
Haracter and Place are the chief Caſuiſts 
of their Dioceſſes. Recourſe ought to be 
had to their Deciſion, in extraordinary 
Caſes of Doctrine, even more than in thoſe 
of Diſcipline, upon which all Rituals, An.

4. Same Belief. T is an old trick put up- 


on the credulous by the 
Fanfeniſts, when they inſinuate, they have not 
the /ame Belief for the Deciſion of the Fact, 
as for that of the Right in the affair of Jane. 
nius. A well minded and well meaning man 
could not chuſe, hut believe, that who ſays he 
has not the ſane belief for the oxe, as for the 
other, has at leaſt ſome belief of the ore, as 
well as of the other. But it is no ſuch mat- 


ter ; whatever belief he may pretend to have 


of the Right, it is plain, even by this Para- 
graph o the Caſe, he pretends to have none 
at all of.the Fact. So that let him hold. his 
Tongue in time and iplace, or let it run in

There is Art in 
theſe words. One would think at firſt ſight 
Pope Innocent the XII. had expreſly forbid a- 
ny. ones Faith to be ſuſpected, or Perſon mo- 
leſted, who could not be Juridically Convicted 
to have Taught ſome of the Condemn'd 
Propoſitions. Read the Brief it ſelf, which 
I have here Printed, and you will ſee, that 
Pope Judiciouſiy diſtinguiſhes betwixt two 
ſorts of People; /uch as pretend not to 
Church Offices, or Benefices, and ſuch as do;

Thus the Church 
approv/d of what St. Auſtin Writ againſt the 
Pelagians, and Semipelagians in the matters of 
Grace, as may be ſeen in Pope Celiſtin's Brief 
to the Biſhops of France, and neither then, 
nor ſince has any Child of hers Diſputed his 
Submiſſion to har her Judgment in that caſe,

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or ever objected to her, that what he there 
Taught, or the ſenſe of it in his works, was a 
matter of Fact, a Fact not reveal d. They 
knew well enough that ſnch Cavils mis- be- 
came theirDuty,and none would have endur'd

And thus again 
has the ſame Church di/approv*d of what Jan- 
ſenius Writ againſt Catholick Divines i 
the matters of Grace, as may be ſeen in the 
Conſtitutions of Innocent X. Alexander VII. 
and other Briefs to the Biſhops of France, &c. 
and all her dutiful Children have acquieſced 
to her Judgment, and had Janſenius himſelf 
liv'd to that time, he would have done, as he 
| promis'd in the Epilogue of his 
Fid. Epilog. Book. Let the Janſeniſts do ac- 
cordingly, and the War is done. 
But whilſt his followers ob##:nately deny Sub- 
miſſion to the Judgment of the Church, in the 
cauſe of Janſenius, and run up the Submiſſion 
due to the ſame Judgment of the Church in the 
cauſe of St. Auſtin to that hight, as to make 
it even Herely to oppoſe it, they muſt give

c. Neceſſary to every work of Piety, This 
head is. obnoxious to Suſpicion. For if 
no work of Piety can be done without 
Grace, and if that Grace, which is neceſſary 
to every work of Picty, be Grace efficacious: of 
its own nature, it muſt follow that all Grace 


Is efficacious of its own nature; and ſo, that the 


Juſt Man, that falls, has no Grace wherewith 
to ſtand, that the Sinner never reſiſts Grace, 
that Chriſt Dy'd, but for thoſe to whom he

diſpatch in things of that nature. And let 
none ſay, it was Printed firſt, and ſo each 
one had this Copy: For the Anſwer will be, 
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the Approbations are for the Priating, and 
imply it was not Printed till they were had, 
and that both thoſe that crav'd, and thoſe 
that gave them, are men of Canons, and 
greateſt ſincerity, and ſo urcapable of ſuch 
an equi voc ation in Pradiſe. Be that as ic 
will, take it as a note of no very good Book 
to be ſhoulder'd into the World with ſo ma- 
ny, and ſuch Hyperbolical Approbations. 
And who are converſant in the Writings of 
the party, know, this has been their conſtant 
practiſe to creep into the World under ſuch 
Convoys, and face the Church down with the 
colour of their Authority; and this ſame rea- 
ſon, no queſtion, mov'd the Writer of the Caſe, 
to get the Approbation of Farty Doctors to it. 


But it has met with the fate of the Defenſe de-

In the Year 1643, this Book came ont 


as the work of Monſieur Arnauld, though * 


its true Father was the Abbot of St. van. 
A mighty ſtir there was in France about 
it; who were engaged to maintain Janſe- 
nins, ſtood up for Monſieur Arnaild, 
and you may obſerve, that the Doctors 
of Sorbon, Fleury, Beauharnois, &c. Which 
had approv'd the Auguſtinus of Fanſenius 
did as much for Arnauld's Frequent Com- 
munion. What was chiefly charged opon 
© this 
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this Book ; © was the Aſſirting that St. 
© Peter. and Paul made but one Head of the 
church ; that the power of Prieſts 
© was no more then chat of injoyning pe- 
© nances, and not that of remitting Sins; that 
the Church of our days is in its declining 
& age, that ſhe has chang d the rules of good 
© life. That Chriſt inſtituted Confeſſion for 
© Penance ſake (and he inſinuates, as tho he 
© did not inſtitute it for the remiſſion of the 
© guilt.) and makes the Abſolution of the 
© Prieſt an exteriour Declaration of the ſuffi- 
© ciency. of Penance done, and that's all, (And 
for this reaſon, the Party deny Abſolution 
to dying perſons; That true Penitents may 
< wiſh never to Communicate, & c. 

As to the Letters of Monſieur St. ran, I 
find in the firſt Edition of them ſuch Doc- 
trine, as follows. Letter 33. p. 784, It 
© belongs to the Church to Correct bad 
prieſts, and caſt them out, and then they are 
10 more Prieſts. Lett. 1 4. p. 113. The moſt 
powerful means to aſſiſt Souls departed, is to 
© offer to God for them the Sacrifice of Pa- 
© rzence. Whatever other relief we can wiſh 
them, is nothing in compariſon of that which 
© proceeds from eur ſelves. So that the Sacri- 
© five of ' Maſs is nothing to that of our own pa- 
© tience. Lett. 32. p. 266. No leſs diſpoſition 
is requird'd to be preſent at Maſs, than to 
© Communicate with, &c. = 
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So much ia part for the” charge againſt 
theſe two Books, now for the ſucceſs, and 
firſt as to that of the firſt ; It was complain d 
of at Rome at the time the debates were 
hotteſt, about the Doctrine of Jauſenius, and 
Rome did wiſely forbear the thorough Exa- 
mination of it, till ht matter was firſt di- 
ſpatch'd. I ſay thorough Examination of it, 
for I find on the 29th of Jaaay, 1647. 
All Books condema'd by Innocent the X. De- 
cree, which teach the equal Headſhip of the 
Church to have reſided in; St. Peter and St. 
Paul. I find in October following, the Arch- 
Biſhop of Bezanſon, Claudius d Achey, their 
Neighbour, his Ordinance prohibiting the 
Reading of both theſe Books in his Diocels, 
and in May following, in a Synod. of his Pro- 
vince, prohibiting in a Canonical manner. 
theſe very Books, which he there ſtiles Pos 
in Speciem Libros, Books pious in ſhew. So that 
you ſee firſt, That firſt Book was really con- 
demn'd at Rome, for containing the Hereſy of 
the equality of St. Peter and Paul; and that 
both. were condemn'd by the Synod of Be- 
zanſon, approv'd at Rome, and mark'd for 
their Hypocriſy, or outward ſbem of Piety. 
Theſe Cenſures, I think, may ballance the 
number of Approbations this Eccleſiaſtick 
pleads here, and alſo make him doubt whe- 
ther the Rules propos d in them be true, and 
moſt ſafe, and had he known, they were moſt- 
ly taken out Antonius de Dominis, he would 
Sei - perhaps 
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perhaps have been more cautious. Add to 
this ths 16, 17, 18 Propoſitions condemn'd 
in the Decree of Alexander VIII. and com” 
pare them, with what you will find in the 
Frequent Communion, 1 Part, Chap. to. p. 312. 
Chap. XI. p. 343. and in the Preface, from 
p. 57, to 65, and you will there ſee the 
Judgment of Rome upon the whole ſubſtance 
of the Book. But all this goes for nothing with 
theſe good men. But the truth of the matter 
and ſecret of the Faction is, that where they 
can get à Biſhop, or Biſhops to approve of 
their Books, or Maxims, they'ſha!l ſtreight 
be Canoniz'd alive for their Sanctity and 
Zeal, and we ſhall be told, I belongs to them 
to judge of Doctrine, and that the Faithful ought 
to rely on their judgment. But if, even a

As to the Hours of Monſieur d Mort, 
why is it conceal'd that this Book was in- 
form'd againſt at Rome, and there condemr'd ?
